may only be purchased at drug stores. 
Garages and 


automobile supply stations will not be permitted to sell 
it. 


We believe that this order works a hardship on the 


traveling public. 
The drug store, as a rule, is not sup- 


plied and does not cater to the automobile as the garage--, 
and supply stores do. 


Alcohol is as much a part of the automobile equip- 


ment during the freezing weather as is oil or gasoline or 
any other prime necessity. 


More than this, the overhead, particularly the rent 


in the average garage and automobile supply store is less 
than that of a drug store, and hence they can afford to 
charge considerably Jess for the alcohol, and they do 
charge less. 


We have heard of no abuse, by the garages, of the ' 


privilege of selling this denatured alcohol for such pur- 
poses. We -do not know the reason why this has been 
suggested.

We believe that this order is a mistake. It will 


work an undue hardship and expense upon the owners of 
automobile^ withont any corresponding train anywhere 
to anybody.

and out poison; a little of it is a concoction of al- 
cohol and coloring matter; perhaps a little of it 
ie real whisky, much diluted and doctored."
